Hnlman, representative from tho Fourth 
Indiana district . died at hla home her* 
at S .-On yesterday afternoon, after an 
illness <-f some w*ska. Spinal mentn- 
Judge Holman 'a 
death waa due primarily to a fall he 
Mind early this month aa the result 
of an attack of vertigo. He soon com- 
plained of feeling badly and Ins condi- 
tion grew steadily worse until laat Tues- 
day. Then he rallied somewhat and 
the improvement gavo bis family en- 
couragement in hoping for hia recovery. 
The rally, however, was brief. Menin- 
gitis developed, and since then he has 
Mem rapidly ainklng. At the deathbed 
were gathered hia four children, Mrs. 
R. E. Fletohcr, W. 8. Holman, Jr., Mn. 
Fred Hwey and Paul Hoi man, all of 
this city.

William Steele Hnlman would have 
passed the three-quarter century mark 
had he lived until next September and 
hia career if remarkable for the large 
proportion of his life that waa given np 
to the service of the public. No living 
man, and few men dead, have a record 
as he did of lit terms in this house of 
representatives, and in all 65 years of 
hia life waa spent in some public ca- 
pacity, beginning with a judicial posi- 
tion in Ins native state and winding up 
in tha houae of representatives which 
he tint entered in the Thirty-fourth 
congress Mr. Hnlman waa a great 
force in political affairs for many years 
and even of late when advancing age 
made it harder for him to meet the 
moat severe demands of hia place, ha 
was an honored and respected coun- 
sellor in tha Democratic party caucuaaea, 
where his ripe wisdom and long polit- 
ical experience waa freely availed of in 
shaping party policies. As the " Watch- 
dog of the Treasury " he was known to 
the American people and the policy of 
strict economy that he consistently pur- 
sued when in charge of the appropria- 
tion bills has been followed so long that

Mr. Hnlman waa born in Indiana, in 
. le country, at a little pioneer home- 
stead in Dearborn county called Verres- 
tan. Sept. 8, I v.".' Aa he wrote hia au- 
tobiography for the congressional direc- 
tory, it ia recorded that he had a com- 
mon school education, supplemented by 
a two years' course in Franklin college, 
Indiana. Then he taught aohool and 
practiced law until 184,1, when at the 
age of 21 years lie entered the public 
service aa probate judge. He was pros- 
ecuting attorney from 1847 to 1840 and 
in 1860 he attended the constitutional 
convention. The following year he en- 
tered the legislature and from 1853 
186« he waa judge of the 
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that time he has been absent from only 
four, namely, the Thirty-ninth, Forty- 
flith, Forty-sixth and Fifty fourth, an 
almost unparalleled record. 

Personally Mr. Holman waa of a 
genial and approachable disposition

TURKS ARE GAINING HEADWAY. 

Seyeral Towns with Unpronounca- 
ble Namee Captured by the 
Sultan's Bravee. 

GREEKS ARE FIGHTING HARD. 



Athens, April an. —The Turks at noon 
Saturday strongly attacked Mati, which 
waa defended by General Mnatnphoa' 
brigade. After six hoars' fighting a 
conmil of war, presided over by the 
n prince, decided to order the re- 
of the (ireek forces from Tyrnavoa. 
The retreat was effected in good order. 

About 8 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
the . .Hi. nils in charge of the telegraph 
office at Lariaan. observing a cloud of 
t raised by the advancing cavalry of 
._. Turks, asked leave to dynamite the 
office. He was directed to leave it. 
Since that time the Lariaaa offlco has 
made no response to calls from Athens, 
dispatch from Reveni says that 
>m Piialui, on learning that the 
•ka hud bssaj ordered to fall back, 
endeavor, d to deliver n crushing blow 
with considerable force which had been 
resting 311 hours, and succeeded in 
breaking through the Greek lines in 
iveral places. 

Prince Constnntitie. the Cretan prinoo 
and commander-in-chief of tho Greek 
forces iu Thesanly and his staff have 
reached Pharsnloala. where tho Greek 
.ai are being gathered together. 
Larissa has beeu completely evacuated 
by the Greeks, who spiked their guns 
in position, and carried away all of the 
movable cannon i ' 



Naturally all sorts of reasons are ad- 
vanced to explain why the Greeks re- 
treated, the more candid iidmitting that 
the Turka were too strong. It is also 
pointed out that the Turkish cavalry 
did much to turn the scule in favor of 
Edhem Pasha. 

The Greek government has decided 
to persevere in the struggle and to re- 
sist the further advance of the enomy 
with greater energy than has hitherto 
been displayed. It is officially declared 
that the new hup of defense ia far 
stronger than the frontier where tho 
Turka gained their advantage in conse- 
quence of the superiority of their poei-

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To Cook Mutton and Lamb 

"Tho flcoh ol mutton ihould be ■ brfgh 
rod color, the tat firm and white," says 
Mm. Ik T. Korer, In ber cooking leaaon in 
the April Indies' Home Journal. "Helect 
lor boiling, a leg or shoulder , for roaat 
log or baking, a loin or saddle; for broil 
ing, the rack cut into French chop* ; loh 
cbopa may alao be used ; tor stewing, tui 
nock oi upper 'part of the rack, and fo 

To boil a leg of mutton, wipe it mrefuih 
with a damp cloth. Dual a piece of 
cbeeaecloth thickly with flour, roll the 
leg in it, tie, place it in a kettle of boil- 
ing water and boil rapidly f >r Ave min- 
utes. Then push the kettle on the back 
part of the stove, where the water will 
bo kept at a temperatare oi !00 Fahren- 
heit, cooking twenty minutes to each 
pound. When done remove the cloth, 
diah the mutton aud serve with it caper 

"Lamb, like mutton, should be a bright 
red color, with white fat ; it is best when 
two months old. While mutton is much 
better if bung, lamb should be used 
within three daysafter killing. The bet- 
ter way of cooking is to roast or bske it, 
and the foreuuarter is the choice portion. 
Wipe it with a damp towel, place it in a 
baking-pan, dust it lightly with pepper 
l cup of water, witli a teaspooi

and place tbe whole in a very quick 
oven. In a few moments tbe water will 
have evaporated and the bottom of tbe 
pan will be covered with dripping. Kaste 
with this every ten minutes, baking fif- 
teen minutes to each pound, keeping the 
oven medium hot from l.e«iuninK to end.

Tho eogle builds its nest upon the top 
of a mighty tree growing fur up on the 
mountain among the myriad of twining 
vines, or in the thickest and almost in- 
accessible growth of bnshea and shrubs, 
or on tho summit of a high rock. An 
eagle's nest is a largo one always, and 
is strongly and comfortably built. Large 
■ticks and branches are laid together, 
nearly tlat, and bound with twining 
vines. The spacious inside is covered 
withhairand mosses so minutely woven 
together that no wind can enter. The 
mother bird lays two eggs, whioh are 
curiosities. Tho long end tapers down 
to a point The color of the egg is a 
ground of brownish icd, with many dots 
and spots upon it. The egg itself is 
proof of the wild and savage parentage. 
An eagle lives from 80 to 160 years. 
. --Tho young birds are driven forth by 
' tbeiriuvage parents to scratch for them- 
selves as soon as they ore able to fly. No 
training is given them by the old bird. 
That is left to their wild instincts, 
which hunger and necessity develop. 
There is no going "back to the old 
home" for tho young eagle. The mother 
bird tears np ever vestige of the nest 
where they have thriven since birth, and 
While they emit plaintive shrieks the 
ol 1 bird darts at them and pushes them 
off the crags or rocks, and to prevent 
falling they must take to their wings, 
and this is how tl»ey learn to By.

LAMPS AND CANDLES,

Than. 

The most effective cleansing «ub- 
staiien for the container* and wick up 
parntos consists of ordinary wood ash. 
This has a peculiar effect upon perro- 
lenin, crystal aud other oils of the same 
kind Itnli the ashes well all over the 
pert* that require cleaning and polish 
nt wipe it off with a clean, soft cloth. 
This i* a very simple method and obvi- 
ates the nee of water, which may prove 
a serious difficulty, especially if tho np 
orator is not very particular a* regard* 
the drying process. This treatment 
shonld not, however, entirely do away 
with a periodical boiling of the differ 
ont parts of tho lamp with strong soda 
but tho regular use of wood ash should 
make the washing a last resouroo and 
an altogether rare necessity. 

The strictest cleanliness in every do- 
tail concerning lamps is of the greatest 
importance not only to insure a good 
light free from smell, but also as a pre- 
ventive against danger. Odd bits of 
wick allowed to collect anywhere near 
the flame, for instance, are objection- 
able from every point of view. 

Lonips that are but rarely used should 
not be left with the wick to become sat- 
urated through contact with the oil. 
The best plan ia to empty tho containor, 
clean It as above, dry the wick if It is 
new, and put it asido in a box, into 
which dust cannot penetrate, till it 1* 
wanted again. 

ir these days, when candles are so 
ii used, It is well to know that there 
i art in choosing thorn. They should 
born brightly, steadily, and without 
flickering, yet at the same time dwin- 
dle away as slowly a* possible. The can- 
dle that gutters is to be avoided aa ex- 
travagant and worthies*. The best of 
all are those which are partially hol- 
lowed out, so that if the flame is ex- 
posed to a draft the melted wax runs 
dowu tho inside. A thin, clow wiok 
alway* burn better than a thick 
One of tho cleverest contrivance* 
adapted to candles is a metal automatic 
extinguisher. It can be flxed to any re- 
quired depth of the candle, say one inch, 
i or less, and as soon as that quan- 
tity has burned away two metal rings 
close over the flame and effectually put 
it out. Something of tho kind has al- 
ready been seen, but the newer patent 
ia much more practical, from the very 
fact tbot it can bo fixed to any part of 
the candle instead of being placed in the 
candle holder, for ill the latter case it 
1 not act until the illuminant had 
quite burned dowu, when the extin- 
guisher was obviously of doubtful util- 
ity.— San Francisco Chronicle.

We need more of a national imagination,

we ready to be thrilled by the real things 
and the real sufferings typlfled in war- 
Ing bunting or silent brocse. 

Imagination blessedly broadens and 
deepens life . without it the past becomes 
almost silent to us. With it, the great 
are our compaions and great deeds onr 
native atmosphere. This inner sense of 
appreciation tranaforma the plain con- 
tents of a church into an arena where 
souls have struggled together for an eter- 
nal destiny. By this power the least 
memory of the city of Waabington is 
that of rooms and buildings ; the great- 
est, that of a place where mental con- 
flicta, fierce and furious, have been 
fought out with mental weapons, sharp- 
ened and serviceable,- where national 
deatiniea have been made or marred by 
words, light as sir and heavy with fate. 

W e Americans ought to make it a rule 
never to visit a monument without eith- 
er before or after reading up the facts 
of the life potrayed before us. We shall 



favorable circumstances ami a condition 
of being with nobler possibilities than 
our heroes of the battle field or of Con- 
gress, of the pulpit or of commerce are 
men who have been in eyery way tried 
like we are, disappointed often, cheered 
occasionally, determined ever. This sane 
view of them will be the best view for 
gaining most of good from their careers 

Take as an example the celebration in 
New York this week. General Grant's 
tomb is practically complete ; these days 
will witness its dedication and transfer 
ence to the care of the city of New York. 
Thousands of soldiery and hundreds ol 
thousands of citizens will be gathered 
near it for a few hours ; martial music 
and impassioned speeches will thrill the 
hearers ; and then the great crowds will 
melt away, each individual returning to 
his pleasurea or burdens, leaving the 
tomb to its motionless vigil over the 
dead. Scenically the tomb is unique 
It will always be one of the notable fea- 
tures of the city, raised in forceful shspe 
where neither houses or commerce can 
ever hide it from view either by water 
or by land , and unnumbered living and 
those yet to live will come to it to gaze 
and pass on. Borne will see in it less of 
grandeur than is posessed by the mauso- 
leum of Hadrian in Home, after which 



square simplicity standing sturdily alone 
and unmoved amid the restlessness of 
the tide before it snd the turmoil of the 
city behind it | the few will think of 
Grant as a real person and see in his 
tomb the spirit of the man who endured 
hard duties quietly, met disappoint- 
ments quietly, enjoyed triumphs, quiet- 
ly. It seems to me that all this pagean- 
try and pride is the very last thing Grant 
himself would have approved ; the 
thought of being idly stared at by sight- 
seers would have diequieted him. 

The encouragement he gives to us or- 
dinary Individuals is great in every point 
He was not a brilliant man but he was a 
forceful, persistent one, who just tried 
to do right and if unsuccessful just tried 
again.

A ROAD EXPERIMENT. 

Tbe successful use of vitrified brick 
for the paving of strw fa bus caused 
much diacuasion of its uduptability to 
country roads in sec tions where good 
stone for macadam is not readily ob- 
tainable. 

The peoplo of Monmouth township, 
Warren county, Ills., have tbe credit of 
being the first in this country to pave a 
conutry road with bricks. This experi- 
ment will be watched with mnrh inter- 
est by all who are concerned in roud im- 
provement in tho pr.iirio regions. 

This road was built by coutrac 
about 00 cents per running foot. The 
ground waa prepared for it by grading 
and being allowed to stand for two 
months. It was treated to uu occasional 
scraping so that it would puck evenly,
